en star The best part of it was that 
it was requested for us by the infant- 
ry. 
In a day or two each car will 


have a facsimile of a Croix de Guerre 
with golden star, painted on it, which 
will look decidedly neat I imagine. 
Just after we got the citation, an- 
other attack was made on a part of 
our sector. 
I was assigned to the 


post right back of where the attack 
was launched and three cars were 
kept going steadily 
all day and 


night and the road was certainly a 
mess the next day. 
In one particu- 


lar spot there was a shell-hole which 
stretched nearly the way across the 
road and which required going down 
in a mud-hole and around a tree 
fallen half way across the road to 
avoid.

We had three cars kept going con- 
stantly from one post all day—one 
car alternating at a post a little far- 
ther back.

He is still feeling the effects of j 
the bite but states that he will give 
all ptumps and i decayed logs a wide 
berth in the future. 


Had it not been for Mr. Frank- i 


lin's presence of mind in securing the j 
cyanide before leaving for camp the ' 
young lad would have b*een a victim 
to the deadly copperhead for its bite 
means death within twenty to thirty 
minutes.

advancing line to about six miles be- 
tween Gandelu, on the west of Uel- 
leau wood on the east. At that hour 
the Americans -.vere at Granges farm 
south of Gandelu, while the Krencl 
had driven the Germans from Bel 
leau wood and were advancing on 
the village of Uelleau.
